Mr.  Mosher 
claims  that  the  entire  series  used  up 
over  30,000  words  which  should  pro' 
vide  some  information  to  those  inter' 
ested  in  the  historical  aspects  of  the 
series.

Date  and 
LIBERTY  plain  and  nearly  everything 
on  reverse  readable  though  worn” 
brought  $15.00.

COINS  OF  CAPE  VERDE 


Though  coined  in  1930  this  series 
was  unknown  to  the  editors  of  Coins 
of  the  World,  when  it  was  published 
in  1938.  We  are  indebted  to  Messrs. 
T.  O.  Mabbott  and  David  M.  Bullowa 
of  New  York  City  for  bringing  them 
to  our  attention.  The  1 Escudo  and 
50  Centavos  are  in  nickel,  and  the  20, 
10  and  5 Centavos  in  bronze.  Cape 
Verde  Islands,  an  archipelago  belong- 
ing to  Portugal,  are  about  300  miles 
off  the  West  African  coast.  The 
earliest  known  discovery  of  them  was 
made  in  1456  by  the  Venetian  captain 
Alvise  Cadamosto.  King  Alphonso  V 
of  Portugal  granted  the  islands  to  his 
brother,  Prince  Ferdinand,  whose 
agents  completed  the  work  of  discovery. 
In  1461  he  sent  an  expedition  to  recruit 


slaves  on  the  coast  of  Guinea,  in  an 
effort  to  people  the  islands,  which  when 
discovered  were  uninhabited.  For  a 
time  the  islands  prospered  but  in  the 
18th  and  19th  centuries  progress  was 
greatly  retarded  by  drought,  famine 
and  disease  and  by  gross  misgovern- 
ment  by  the  Portuguese  officials. 
Today  the  principal  industries,  apart 
from  agriculture,  are  the  manufacture 
of  sugar,  spirits,  salt,  cottons  and  straw 
hats.  The  most  important  exports  are 
coffee,  physic-nuts,  millet,  sugar, 
spirits,  salt,  live  animals,  skins  and  fish. 
The  islands  form  a foreign  province  of 
Portugal  and  are  under  the  command 
of  a governor-in-chief  appointed  by 
the  crown.

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Last  month  we  ran  a short  article 
regarding  fake  Chinese  coins  that  were 
being  offered  to  collectors  in  the 
United  States.  It  aroused  much  in- 
terest  and  many  collectors  have  re- 
quested that  we  be  a little  more  ex- 
plicit. It  is  hardly  possible  to  describe 
every  type  of  fake  that  is  being  offered. 
The  twelve  pieces  illustrated  will  give 
an  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  fakers’  am- 
bitions. Most  of  the  pieces  illustrated 
were  never  coins  in  the  first  place,  but 
rather  medals  or  in  some  instances, 
phantasies.  It  is  probable  that  most 
all  of  them  were  made  for  sale  to  col- 
lectors. The  imitations  that  are  now 
being  made  of  these  old  fakes  are  quite 
well  struck.  Even  the  imitations  of 
modern  coins  that  are  offered  along 
with  the  old  ones,  are  well  enough 
made  to  deceive  the  inexperienced  eye. 
Herewith  is  a brief  description  of  the 
pieces  illustrated: 

1.  Marriage  Medallion  of  Kwang 
Hsu  (1885). 

2.  Tael.  Said  to  have  been  issued  in 
commemoration  of  Viceroy  Li 
Hung  Chang. 


3.  Medallion  of  Hung  Hsien.  The 
bust  is  supposed  to  represent 
Yuan  Shih  Kai.

Like  the  Gettysburg  half-dollar  this 
issue  is  associated  with  the  Civil  War. 
The  Battle  of  Antietam  was  fought  on 
September  17th,  1862  two  days  after 
the  surrender  of  Harper’s  Ferry.  Lee, 
finding  himself  in  a perilous  position  in 
Pleasant  Valley  where  General  Frank- 
lin's troops  threatened  to  scatter  his 
army,  withdrew  and  took  position  in 
the  Antietam  Valley,  near  Sharpsburg, 


Maryland.  Jackson,  by  swift  marches 
had  recrossed  the  Potomac  and  joined 
Lee  on  Antietam.  When  the  Con- 
federates left  South  Mountain,  Mc- 
Clellan’s troops  followed  them.  Lee's 
plans  were  thwarted  and  he  found 
himself  compelled  to  fight.  McClellan 
was  very  cautious  for  he  believed  the 
Confederates  were  on  his  front  in  over- 
whelming numbers.  It  was  ascertained 
that  Lee’s  army  did  not  number  more 
than  60,000.  McClellan’s  effective 
force  was  87,000. 

Despite  this  advantage  McClellan 
prudently  hesitated  to  attack.  On  the 
morning  of  September  16th,  the  Con- 
federates opened  fire  and  later  in  the 
day  the  Nationals  began  a fierce  drive, 
crossing  the  Antietam  and  driving  the 
Confederates  back.  On  the  morning  of 
the  17th  the  battle  was  resumed,  de- 
veloping into  the  bloodiest  one-day 
battle  of  the  Civil  War.  The  losses  on 
both  sides  were  very  heavy.  Mc- 
Clellan reported  his  losses  at  12,460 
men,  of  whom  2,010  were  killed.  He 
estimated  Lee's  loss  as  much  greater. 
On  the  mcrning  of  the  18th  both 
parties  seemed  more  willing  to  rest  than 
to  fight;  and  that  night  Lee  and  his 
shattered  army  stole  away  in  the  dark- 
ness, recrossed  the  Potomac  at 
Williamsport,  and  planted  eight  bat- 
teries on  the  high  Virginia  bank  that 
menaced  pursuers.  There  had  been  a 
very  tardy  pursuit.  At  dark  on  the 
evening  of  the  19th,  Porter,  who  was 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  river,  ordered 
Griffin  to  cross  the  stream  with  two 
brigades  and  carry  Lee’s  batteries.  He 
captured  four  of  the  guns.  On  the 
next  morning  a part  of  Porter’s  divi- 
sion made  a reconnoissance  in  force  on 
the  Virginia  side,  and  were  assailed  by 
Hill  in  ambush,  who  drove  them  across 
the  Potomac  and  captured  200  of  the 
Nationals.  Maryland  Heights  and 
Harper's  Ferry  were  retaken  by  the 
Union  troops.

Strange  to  say  the  Massachusetts 
cents  of  1788  are  much  more  plentiful 
than  those  of  1787  while  the  opposite 
seems  true  ot  the  half  cents. 

The  rarity  of  the  Fugio  cent  with  the 
so-called  “club  rays”  has  never  been 
appreciated.  It  seldom  turns  up. 

Cents  of  1796  are  getting  more  and 
more  uncommon  especially  those  of  the 
bust  type.  Most  of  the  coins  which 
turn  up  in  collections  are  in  inferior 
condition  and  an  uncirculated  piece  is 
very  rare  today. 

The  1835  cent  of  1834  type  seems  to 
be  a great  deal  scarcer  than  the  type  of 
1836.  Both  types  are  unusual  in  choice 
condition. 

The  abnormal  demand  for  1885 
nickels  keeps  up  and  the  price  seems 
likely  to  go  even  higher.  The  demand 
has  now  extended  to  the  dates  of  1884 
and  1886. 

The  1826  cent  known  as  1826  over 
25  must  be  looked  for  very  carefully  as 
only  the  top  stroke  of  the  5 shows  below 
the  top  curve  of  the  6.  This  also  ap- 
plies to  the  1806  over  5 half  dollar  and 
1818  over  5 quarter  dollar. 

Many  inquiries  are  made  by  new 
collectors  for  proofs  of  the  1864  small 
motto  2 cent  piece  and  the  1867  nickel 
with  rays.  These  two  coins  are  of  ex- 
treme rarity  in  proof  condition  and 
very  few  collectors  ever  secure  them. 

Regarding  1926  D nickels — All  of  the 
coins  we  have  seen  are  rather  crudely 
struck  and  the  D appears  as  a sort  of 
blob  below  value. 


SPECULATION  IN  LIMITED 
ISSUES 

Many  of  our  coins  were  struck  in 
such  limited  quantities  that  they  offer 
considerable  opportunity  for  an  invest- 
ment. This  is  nothing  new,  as  an  ex- 


ample, a prominent  collector  once  ac- 
cumulated over  400  1856  flying  eagle 
cents,  and  another  wealthy  collector 
tried  to  corner  the  20  cent  pieces  of 
1877  and  1878.  The  following  coins 
are  typical  ot  the  possibilities  of  collect- 
ing for  profit:

It  is  very  probable  that  the  3 and  5 
cent  pieces  of  1877  were  struck  only  in 
proof  sets,  in  which  case  the  coinage 
would  be  the  same  as  of  the  20  cent 
pieces,  that  is  510  of  each. 


Cent  of  1843  with  obverse  of  1842 
and  reverse  of  1844.  This  variety  is 
very  hard  to  get  nowadays  in  any 
condition  and  is  on  the  want  list  of 
most  cent  collectors. 


Proof  Lincoln  cents  1909-1915.  These 
coins  are  rarely  found  in  perfect  red 
condition  and  their  surface  is  no 
different  than  on  circulated  pieces. 
They  are  usually  toned  to  all  colors 
of  the  rainbow.  The  sharp  edge  is 
the  only  indication  ot  a proof. 


Proof  Nickels.  In  examining  old 
proof  sets  in  original  wrappers,  nickels 
of  the  shield  type  arc  very  rarely 
tarnished  while  those  with  Liberty 
head  are  apt  to  show  yellow  stains 
particularly  on  the  dates  in  the  80’s. 
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CANADIAN  COIN  NOTES 


A coin  dealer  we  know  very  well 
decided  to  put  in  a “stock"  of  Canadian 
silver  coins.  After  much  advertising 
and  correspondence  he  abandoned  the 
idea.  Choice  specimens  were  almost 
impossible  to  secure.  He  could  not  even 
find  a collector  who  had  a complete  col- 
lection in  uncirculated  condition.  The 
1858  issue  of  the  Province  of  Canada  is 
not  difficult  to  obtain,  but  the  regular 
series  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  which 
began  in  1870,  has  been  much  neglected 
by  collectors. 

Canadian  large  cents,  becoming  more 
popular  each  year,  are  also  difficult  to 
get  in  mint  condition.  They  were 
coined  from  1876  to  1920  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  years  77  to  80  inclusive 
and  83,  85  and  89. 


Silver  dollars  were  authorized  in 
Canada  many  years  ago,  but  it  was  not 
until  1935,  on  the  25  th  anniversary  of 
the  reign  of  King  George  V,  that  one 
was  issued.  The  silver  dollar  of  1939 
that  was  struck  to  commemorate  the 
visit  of  the  King  and  Queen  is  one  of 
the  most  interesting  of  modern  com- 
memorative issues.  However,  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  get  one  in  perfect 
condition.  The  few  proofs  that  were 
struck  are  handsome  coins  though  few 
collectors  have  ever  seen  one. 

Speaking  of  Canadian  dollars  reminds 
us  that  many  years  ago  a gentleman 
called  on  us  and  offered  a unique  propo- 
sition. Dies  had  been  sent  over  from 
England  and  in  1911  a single  pattern 
was  struck  from  them.  This  gentleman 
claimed  he  could  get  his  hands  on  those 
dies  and  if  we  would  advance  a goodly 
sum  of  money,  he  could  arrange  to  have 
more  “patterns"  struck.  He  suggested 
that  they  could  easily  be  sold  for  $5  0 
or  $100  each,  and  that  we  would  both 
get  tremendously  rich  from  the  scheme. 
That  was  one  idea  we  didn't  fall  for 
though  we  have  often  wondered  what- 
ever happened  to  the  dies,  to  the  single 


pattern  and  to  the  gentleman  who  aimed 
to  do  so  much  for  Canadian  numis- 
matics. 


Mr.  Douglas  J.  Ferguson  the  well 
known  Canadian  collector  has  been 
conducting  extensive  researches  on  the 
early  currency  of  the  Hudson  Bay 
Company.  This  is  but  one  branch  of 
Canadian  numismatics  that  affords  a 
splendid  opportunity  for  original  re- 
search and  we  hope  that  the  work  of 
Mr.  Ferguson  will  stimulate  the  curi- 
osity of  others. 

The  new  Canadian  coins  of  1937 
were  a decided  improvement  on  the 
types  used  up  to  that  date.  The  speci- 
men sets  are  still  obtainable  from  some 
dealers.  Offhand  we  do  not  know  how 
many  proof  sets  were  issued  but  it  is 
probable  the  amount  was  limited. 


One  of  the  most  desirable  of  early 
Canadian  tokens  is  the  Montreal  Ropery 
piece  issued  by  R.  W.  Owen.  The 
only  uncirculated  specimen  of  this  token 


was  sold  in  the  collection  of  Baron 
Ferrari  the  famous  collector  of  postage 
stamps.  It  sold,  along  with  a Lauzon 
Ferry  token  and  a Northwest  Beaver 
token  for  99  pounds,  being  purchased 
by  W.W.C.  Wilson  of  Montreal.  At 
the  sale  of  the  second  part  of  his  collec- 
tion in  1927  the  Ropery  token  sold  for 
$210  to  Mr.  L.  Gravel  of  Montreal. 
The  Gravel  collection  was  disposed  of 
in  1935,  at  which  time,  due  to  the  ex- 
treme depression  in  both  Canada  and 
the  United  States,  the  token  brought 
only  $100,  certainly  a bargain  price.
